He -blandly begs the question by saying 
“the notices are issued as well as they 
possibly can be,’ which is modest |—and 
he naively concludes “there is no objection 
to another committee, as long as I remain.

But all this is beside the real point at 
issue. The real question is—Can the! 
Cibservatory justify its existence? Can 
the experiditure on it be defended? Well, 
perhaps it can; but no such-justification Is 
yet in evidence. The Observatory was 
established after the 1884 typhoon, simply 
and solely to prevent or diminish the 
danger of ‘such sudden visitations taking 
the Colony unawares. Since then no auch: 
typhoon has come over . Hongkong— 
for which credit. may or may not 
be due to this expensive Observatory ; 
but most’ of the typhoons which have 
crossed ‘the China Sea ‘have been 
notified three or four. days in sdvance 
—by theManila Observatory, and by the 
Hongkong Observatory also. Nevenerlly: 
Luzon fs the best place to get warnings; In 
fact, Dr. Donrgcr himself says that Lar 
warnings are practically dependent on 
Luzon. It is not at all easy to see wherein 
les the use of a -separate Observatory In 
Hongkong, to. duplicate imperfectly and 
tardily the observations made on the spot 
by the Manila - scientists, or to get- 
hopelessly and dangerously wrong 
without them. Here Is a’ typical 
instance within the past ‘few ‘hours—the 
usual warnings courteously publishedby the 
Spanish Consul did not come, and so Dr, 
Donzrcx was left to himself; he placed the 
typhoon first In North Formosa, then about 
south of that island (which would Indicate 
‘an absolute impossibillty), and finally 
“approaching ‘the sguth-east coast of 
China,” which was vague enough to ensure 
that he could not be very far wrong. 
And now, after visiting Keeling and 
going “full speed astern” to Anping, here 
is the typhoon all but In the Colony itself;
